WELL PAYING WAR 
PLANT JOBS MANY 
THOUSANDS ENDED 


HOW MANY MAY BE AB- 
SORBED INTO PEACETIME 
INDUSTRY UNKNOWN 


(By The Assocated Press.) 


Peace abruptly ended the well 


paying war plant jobs of hundreds 
of thousands of Americans. 


Many more will be out of work 


in the next few weeks. 
How many could be absorbed In- 


to peacetime industry and how soon 
were largely matters of specula- 
tion although some plant execu- 
tives were hopeful of quick recon- 
version. 


An Associated Press survey of 


the larger war plant areas today 
showed that at least 400,000 work- 
er.' were laid off immediately aft- 
er the Jnps surrendered and that 
another 1,878,000 would be affect- 
ed soon. 
Contract cnacellations running 


into the billions by the Army and 
Navy resulted immediately in clos- 
ing many war plants—big and lit- 
tle—from coast to coast. More shut- 
downs were Imminent. 


Affected 
were all manner of 


plants, 
airplane, 
engine, 
tank, 


propeller, electrical, shipyards and 
others which have kept the ma 
teriel of war flowing endlessly to 
the armed forces for more than 
three years.

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Mighty Allied Forces 
Rolled to Victorious 
Halt at Door of Japan 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWEB 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—W>—The world entered 


a new era of peace today. 


Along the enormous battlefronts of the Pacific and 


Asia the mightiest forces of destruction ever assembled 
rolled to a victorious halt around the prostrate, vanquish- 
ed empire of Japan. 
Throughout the Allied world, wracked by war or 


threat of war since Germany struck Poland on Sept. 1. 
1939, 
it was a time for rejoicing and celebration. But al- 


ready the problems of peace were beginning to pile up. 


"We are faced with the greatest task we ever have 


been faced with," said President Truman. "The emergen- 
cy is as great as it was on December 7, 1941." 


Mr. Truman announced Japan's capitulation at 6 


o'clock, central war time, last night. The act marked the 
beginning of a truce that will last a few days until Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas MacArthur, as supreme Allied 
commander, can accept formal Japanese surrender on 
the basis of the Potsdam declaration. 


While promising the Japanese people free and decent 


lives, this declaration lays down a hard future for them. 
It is much like that imposed on Germany, except that the 
Japanese will have their own national government, in- 
cluding an emperor, under rigid AUied control. 


No More War Power 


AM means ever to make war again are to be stripped 


from them. 
At advance Pacific bases military govern- 


ment officers stood ready to move in with 
occupation 


forces and carry out these terms. 


More than four hours after 


Truman announced the surrender, 
the war was still on in the Pacific. 
A communique from Guam early 
today repotted that units of the 
U. S. Third fleet In the vicinity of 
Honshu wei-o being approached by 
Japanese aircraft. 


"Those that do so are being shot 


down." the wai bulletin said, ad- 
ding that five had been destroyed 
since noon Jipunese time (11 p. m 
EWT Tuesday night.) 


Radio Tokyo, however. 
waited 


another hour, until 1 p. m., Japan- 
ese time, to teli Its troops of the 
surrender. 


"We have come to a point where

"We have lost, but this Is tempor- 
ary," it added.

Many Japanese who played lead- 


ing roles In the war were expected 
hy officials here to commit hara- 
kiri as a result of the defeat. Do- 
mel reported from Tokyo early to- 
day that the Japanese war minis- 
ter Korechika Nnami, had killed 
hemcelf to "atone for his failure." 
There was much speculation among 
Far Eastern experts that Hirohlto 
would abdicate and might also com- 
mit suicide.
